Benj Myers: Albany’s answer 
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City adopts 
child care 
suggestions

ALBANY — The City Council 
took a step toward easing 
Albany’s child care shortage by 
adopting recommendations of an 
ad hoc committee formed to 
study the problem. 

Recreation and Community 
Services Director John Williams 
said implementing the recommen- 
dations of the Albany Child Care 
Committee will ‘‘have the in- 
cremental effect of improving life 
... for more Albany parents and 
children.”’ 

The committee’s report, made 
public in June, drew attention to 
the shortage of child care in 
Albany and outlined steps the city 
could take to make more care 
available. 

Recruitment of a Child Care 
Coordinator is under way and 
upgrading the Memorial Park 
program has also begun. 

In adopting the recommenda- 
tions, the city agreed to ‘‘ag- 
gressively seek out creative solu- 
tions to child care facility shor- 
tages in Albany.”’ 

In the future, city staff person- 
nel ‘‘must consider the potential 
impact.of all city policies and ac- 
tions at all times, as they relate to 
child care and the problems of 
working parents in the communi- 
ty,’” according to the report. 

Councilmember William Lewis 
said the city-will work with the 
school district to reinstate some 
on-site after school programs that 
were eliminated after Proposition 
13 passed in 1978. 

Lewis said fees will be levied 
for after-school care so that the 
programs can be self-sustaining. 

Though not part of the com- 


mittee’s formal recommenda- 
tions, developing ‘‘tot lots’’ in 
neighborhoods to encourage 


more family day care facilities is 
also under consideration. 

Currently, 12 family day care 
providers are licensed for 108 
slots. Sixteen of those slots are for 
infants. 

In addition, Albany also has 
one full-time center serving 200 
children ages 2% to 8, two part- 
time preschool programs, and 
four before- and after-school pro- 
grams in eight sights. Two of the 
eight sites are in Berkeley because 
of Albany’s lack of space.

mistake, just smile and wave. They’ll understand. 
And if you get pulled over, just tell the officer 
that you’re a tourist and a cab driver told you to 


do it.” 


With the exception of his final tip, which we _ 
thankfully never had to try, all the advice came in 
handy as we drove our under-powered Ford Fiesta 


around Ireland for a week. 


LIFE MOVES AT its own pace in Ireland, 
which is unhurried everywhere except on the 
narrow, two-lane roads that pass for highways in 
this mostly rural country. Motorists will pass you 
on curves, inclines and most anywhere else. The 
effect is terrifying at first but as you grow 
accustomed you find yourself doing it as well. 
The trick is avoiding the livestock that also use 


the highways as thoroughfares. 


And one is never lost in Ireland. As the cab 
driver had told us, people were delighted to give 
directions — and often a piece of local history or 


some other tale as well. 


ASK ANY SIMPLE QUESTION, in fact, and 
you’re bound to find yourself in a long 
conversation.

Street improvements 
deny annex access 


Editor: 


I have lived in Richmond 
Annex for 20 years and have 
always felt more a part of the El 
Cerrito neighborhood than of 
Richmond. I do most of my 
shopping in El Cerrito for the 
convenience of merely crossing 
San Pablo Avenue. Now the 
City of El Cerrito makes me 
furious every time I try. 

The problem stems from the 
San Pablo Avenue 
‘““mprovements.’’ What was 
once an easy jaunt straight 
across San Pablo Avenue is now 
a trip four blocks out of the way 
just to cross the street. The 
problem is more than just a 
personal inconvenience; it is a 
type of regional arrogance that 
hasn’t been approached since 
Orinda took down the 
Richmond signs. 

Let me be more specific. 
Along the entire mile stretch of 
the improvements there is no left 
turn access into or out of any 
Richmond Annex street while 
left turns are allowed into and 
out of every El Cerrito street. 

They have, in effect, walled 
off Richmond, All of the 
convenience goes to El Cerrito 
residents who get protected left- 
turn lanes into and out of every 
street while all the inconvenience 
must be borne by Richmond 
residents who can no longer turn 
left into or out of their 
neighborhood but must instead 
go up to four blocks out of the 
way and make U-turms to just 
cross the street. 

Even the crosswalks are neatly 
aligned to El Cerrito streets 
ignoring Richmond residents’ 
needs. 

I know that if the shoe were 
on the other foot and there were 
no left turn access into or out of 
EI Cerrito that El Cerrito 
residents would feel the same as 
I do. 

On inquiry at city hall I was 
told that the project had been 
approved by the Richmond 
Annex neighborhood and that I 
was a little late; besides it was a 
state highway that had the 
highest accident rate in Contra 
Costa County.

My knees are shak- 
ing and by now the butterflies 
in my stomach have grown into 
bats’ 


said. I blamed it on the hotel elevator, telling 
her how it had gotten stuck and we’d had to 
walk down the entire 15 flights of stairs. 

She guided me toward what appeared to be 
the tallest of the buildings on the grounds then 
up a flight of stairs to the second floor. I 
followed her into a small but supercharged 
room, a curious mix of excitement, exultation, 
confusion and anxiety. 

I crossed the room in about three strides and 
stood next to a table that supported both a TV 
monitor and a coffee urn. Beneath sat a huge 
vat containing iced soft drinks and various fruit 
juices. Except for these few items, the 
hardwood-floored room would have been bare, 
save for the two dozen people or so milling 
around or sitting in folding chairs. 

An official entered and promptly apologized 
for the small space. He said becuase the lottery 
was so new a lot of the bugs had to be worked 
out. He introduced himself then passed out to 
each of us a card with a number on it. My card 
number was 14. This would be my spin number. 

The session began with more introductions. 
There seemed to be someone present to represent 
all walks of life. Briefly each of us told about 
where, when, how and what we were doing 
when we’d gotten ‘‘the call.”’ One man was on a 
ship, miles out at sea when he got the call on the 
ship’s radio. A woman had been off in the 
woods, bear trapping. 

Each had promptly stopped and rushed home 
to make the flight reservations. Or, better put, 
to make travel plans. Flight arrangements, if 
needed, had already been made by the lottery 
staff. 

Orientation continued. There must have been 
a dozen or more forms to sign. Each one was 
explained in meticulous detail. There were 
interpreters. The first form had something to do 
with an agreement absolving the lottery of 
liability involving a sudden heart attack. 

I glanced at the furrowed man I had met in 
the van the day before. The form made sense, 
age notwithstanding. We also had to promise 
not to give away any money we won. This form 
made more sense; readily, I signed.

What would I do first? Early retirement, buy a 
house, a trip around the world. My mind ran a 
wild gamut. 

The anxiety within the room was getting as 
thick as pea soup; moreover, it was contagious. 
I flashed back to the earlier part of the morning 
when over breakfast my 12-year-old decided 
right off that she wanted a Porsche, a fire 
engine red one she had already picked out. 

I wondered what I would say to her if I didn’t 
hit it big. How would I for the rest of my life ~ 
live with the agony of having the chance of a 
liftime and blowing it? It was becoming clear 
why we were guaranteed at least $10,000. 
Anything less wouldn’t be worth the hassle of 
going through this. 

Forms completed, we proceeded to the stage 
downstairs to simulate TV runs. There would be 
no surprises. Each person would know what 
questions were coming and to have a ready 
answer. Follow the lines and toe marks on the 
stage floor and don’t touch the wheel and you 
can’t go wrong, we were told. We rehearsed 
what side of the wheel we would spin, left or 
right side. I chose to spin from the right side. 

The state bought us lunch: ham, cheese, 
balogna on rye or white. I gulped down half a 
balogna sandwich and some apple juice and 
filled out the rest of the half-hour lunch break 
by making phone calls to some longtime friends 
in the area. I was now ready for the final step, 
the makeup room. 


ANG! JUST LIKE THAT! The 
cameras and TV monitors are alive. 
The stage is lit up like Fourth of 
July fireworks. The waiting is 
finally over. Time is closing in, 
y for the Big Spin, the chance of a 
lifetime. The hopes, the dreams of a would-be 
instant millionaire are about to be realized. The 
stress is becoming unbearable. The wheel is 
being set for the first contestant while the 
announcer is warming up the TV commercial. 
“Good evening, ladies and gentlemen. 
Welcome to the Big Spin brought to you by...” 
He screws it up and has to start over. He gets it 
right after a few more tries and the mike is then 
switched to TV emcee, Chuck Woolery. ‘‘Bring 
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on our first contestant,’’ he said. 

The contestant steps up, studies the wheel, 
tells his name and how he plans to spend all the 
money he is about to win. Eagerly he grabs the 
wheel and gives it a twirl, his eyes roll around in 
his head as he tries to follow the bouncing ball. 
The wheel slows and the ball bounces faintly 
and falls into a $10,000 slot. 

The spinner manages a wry smile and 
struggles to control himself. Instead of the 
millions bucks he’d hoped for he has won a 
meager million pennies instead! The emcee tells 
him to ‘‘step right over here, there’s some 
papers for you to sign.’’ (This, of course, is for 
effect. The contestant is not going to get his 
money on the spot. According to the papers we 
had signed earlier, a certified check will be in 
the mail within 72 hours, less federal taxes.) 

The grimace on the contestant’s face tells the 
story as he stomps up the narrow stairway. 

“Did you see that?’’ he demanded, searching 
the room for solace. ‘‘My hand slipped! Did you 
see it? My hand slipped on the wheel, that damn 
wheel is slippers.’” He is almost in tears. The 
room is so silent you can hear a pin drop. He 
argues with the officials for another chance to 
spin but they tell him ‘‘no dice.’’ (The lottery 
has since added little knob grips to the wheel.) 

Another contestant steps up and spins the 
wheel. He just misses the big numbers. He says 
that it’s like a swift punch in the stomach, “‘like 
having the wind knocked out of me.’’ The wheel 
is set for the ninth spinner. We regather around 
the TV monitor. So far no one has hit the big 
jackpot. We’re all aware that somebody is going 
to. The light chatter in the room fails to 
diminish the tension. A couple of contestants 
nervously pace the floor. A man is moving from 
chair to chair. Another is chain smoking. 


PINNER NUMBER 10 is about to 
spin the wheel. 
Zingo! I happened! He did it. He 
hit the jackpot — 2.4 million 
iii dollars! The lottery staff makes a 
big production out of it. He is a ‘‘take.’’ (He, as

skewer that Westerners have 
come to typically identify only 
with shish (lamb). 

Although Khayyam’s shish 
($9.45) is excellent, its other 
kababs joojeh (chicken, $8.95), 
koobideh (ground beef, $6.95) 
and barg (beef filet, $8.45) are 
also well worth a try. 


Anyway, in time you may con- 
lude as we have that choice of 
meat is almost an afterthought. 
While kababs get most of the 
press, ever since our pre- 
Ayatollah visit to Iran the thing 
that has brought us back for Per- 
sian food again and again has 
been the fluffy and aromatic 
saffron-flavored chelo. Rice just 
doesn’t get any better than this. 

If you were only going to sam- 
ple one Persian entree in your life, 
it would have to be fesenjun (here 
called Khoresht fesenjone), 
chicken simmered in spices and 
served in a thick, fragrant 
pomegranate sauce ($6.95). 

Fortunately, at Khayyam’s 
you’re not limited to trying only 
one Persian main course, because 
the restaurant offers a combina- 
tion khoresht which affords the 
opportunity of savoring, in addi- 
tion to fesenjun, two other zesty 
entrees — gheimeh budemjone 
and ghormeh sabzi for only 
$9.95. 

Ghormeh sabzi is a very tasty 
beef and vegetable stew. Budem- 
Jone (which occasionally shows 
up as Bademjun on menus as far 
south and west of Iran as 
Ethiopia) is a nice cut beef and eg- 
gplant sautee. 

As with many Persian haunts, 
Khayyam’s features a rotating 
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* Excellent 


daily special. This may be zereshg 
polo (chicken with barberry), 
baghala (lamb with lima beans 
and dill), fish kabab (swordfish 
and prawns), or one of a number 
of other unique choices. 

Our experience with the 
specials at Khayyam’s is that they 
are invariably fresh and in- 
teresting. Whatever you get, you 
are not likely to go wrong. 

If you want to try an authentic 
Persian drink, go for the doogh (a 
steal at 75 cents). But be 
forewarned: doogh is a highly sal- 
ty yogurt concoction. Not only is 
it a taste than you may never ac- 
quire, but it’s apt to be thicker 
than your food. 

Pomegranate and sour cherry 
juice (each $1.75), though not 
fresh, make sound alternatives. 
Strong Turkish coffee is also 


available, but at $1.95 a tad 
overpriced. 
For a Persian restaurant, 


Khayyam’s boasts a fairly wide 
range of desserts. In addition to 
traditional favorites like honey- 
drenched zoolbia ($2.75) and 
baklawa ($1.75), a Western-style 
dessert tray filled with such 
unauthentic sweet treats as 
napoleons and strawberry tarts is 
offered. 

If you’ve never had a Persian 
dessert, your best bet is 
homemade Persian honey ice 
cream ($2). This has the chippy 
texture of Indian ku/fi and the

Like doogh, honey ice cream is 
something of an acquired taste; 
but you’ll be surprised just how 
quickly you can acquire a taste 
for this one. 

A review of Khayyam’s would 
not be complete without a few 
kudos to the staff. We’ve been 
here at least half a dozen times, 
and never has the service been less 
than flawless. If you are one of 
those who generously reward 
diligence and courtesy, you’ll find 
yourself gladly plunking down a 
few bits more for the service here. 

Some restaurants tend to grow 
complacent with success, but 
Khayyam’s isn’t one. Though this 
restaurant has been around for 
some time, it shows no sign of 
resting on its laurels. If anything, 
Khayyam’s is getting better with 
age. Certainly, it remains among 
the East Bay’s best ethnic finds.

Continued from front page 
testimony provided, if the opera- 
tion of this particular business 
upon a 24-hour basis is in the best 
interest of the community,’ Mur- 
do said. 

Complaints regarding noise 
and saftey problems have up to 
this point been handled by the 
police department, Murdo ex- 
plained. Conditional use permits 
would be more effective, he 
argued, because the city could 
revoke or amend licenses when 
necessary. 

“T think this is long overdue,”’ 
Councilmember Ed McManus 
said. Fellow council members 
voted unanimously to ask the 
Planning and Zoning Commis- 
sion to develop an ordinance that 
could be adopted as early as next 
week. 


Planning Director Claudia 
Cappio said conditional use per- 
mits would require businesses to 
“ensure safe and appropriate 
operation, including security, 
adequate personnel, lighting or 
parking attendants,’’ if they want 
to continue operating in the wee 
hours of the morning. 

“The city would also have the 
power to revoke the permit at any 
time if the requirements and con- 
ditions were not met,’’ Cappio 
said. She added that all potential- 
ly affected property owners must 
be notified and given an oppor- 
tunity to comment about the pro- 
posed amendments.

ALBANY — Trying to juggle 
two jobs at once is a tough task 
for anyone — especially if you are 
12. Consider Albany youth Benj 
Myers; he loves baseball and ex- 
cels in track. What’s a kid to do? 
Simple — do both. 

Myers has been training in 
various track events since age 5 
and it is paying off. At the end of 
this month Myers will fly to 
Spokane for the Junior Olympic 
Championships. Not bad for a 
kid who only trains part time. For 
Myers, it started simply. 

‘*When I was 5 I enrolled in a 
track club in Washington,’’ he 
said. ‘‘We worked mainly on 
speed work and form work.’’ 

When he turned 7 Myers’ fami- 
ly moved to Albany. His attention 
quickly divided between track and 
his favorite sport — baseball. 

For the next few years he con- 
tinued to participate in both. 
While continually getting base 
hits he also entered all-comer 
meets in the area and won his 
share of events. He did so well 
that he decided to concentrate on 
the pentathlon. 

The pentathlon consists of five 


events: hurdles, shot put, high 
jump, long jump and 1,500-meter 
run. In a recent regional qualify- 
ing meet in Fresno, Myers turned 
on his jets as the competition 
began. 

He started strong by winning 
the 80-meter hurdles by about 2 
seconds and then he took the shot 
put with a toss of 27 feet. 

Having two legs down, Myers 
went after and captured the high 
jump and clinched the event by 
winning the long jump with a 
jump of 14’10’’. 

Having won the first four 
events, he had the overall title 
wrapped up. But he went out and 
ran his best ever 1,500 meters to 
go a perfect five for five and earn- 
ing a trip to the National Junior 
Olympic Pentathlon 
Championships. 

“The best part of being a run- 
ner is crossing the finish line 
first,’ he said. ‘‘I like winning 
and winning makes running fun.’’ 

If Myers has his druthers, he’ll 
be playing shortstop someday in- 


stead of running sprints. He is 
currently the starting shortstop on 
the major division all-star team 
for Albany Little League (his se- 
cond straight all-star berth) after

County supervisors OK 
Oakland’s dredging plan

The Port of Oakland’s plan to 
dump dredging spoils on two 
Delta islands gained conditional 
approval last week from the Con- 
tra Costa County Board of 
Supervisors. 

Over the objections of Contra 
Costa Water District officials, the 
board voted 5-0 to endorse the 
plan to use the dredged material 
to reinforce levees on Twitchell 
Island and Lower Jones Tract. 

Austin Nelson, the chief 
engineer of the water district, said 
the plan poses a_ significant 
danger to the quality of the water 
supply drawn from the river 
delta. 

Nelson said studies of the pro- 
ject show that heavy metals will 
leach out of the port sludge at 
levels that will exceed water quali- 
ty standards. 

Charlie Roberts, the port’s 
director of engineering, said the 
project will meet or exceed en- 
vironmental standards and will be 
carefully monitored for at least 
two years. He said contingency 
plans will be activated if any 
release of contaminants occurs. 

Mel Wax, director of public af- 
fairs for the Port of Oakland, 
said the port hopes to begin 
transporting dredged material to 
the islands as early as Aug. | if 
the Central Valley Regional 
Water Quality Control Board 
grants a conditional permit. The 
regional board will consider the 
plan at its meeting in Sacramento 
tomorrow. 


Nelson said the water district is 
preparing a lawsuit against the 
port. 


In its resolution of support, the 
supervisors recommended that 
the Regional Water Quality Con- 


iy 


trol Board grant the permit on 
condition that the port address 
the water district’s concerns in 
final plans for the project. 

The supervisors also recom- 
mended that the regional water 
board commission an indepen- 
dent analysis of the plan and re- 
quire the port to monitor water 
quality for five to 10 years. 

Wax said the port’s plan will 
benefit the Delta islands because 
they lack any other source of fill 
material to reinforce their levees, 
which he said are unstable. 


Roberts said the water level is 
20 feet higher than the level of 
land on Twitchell Island where 
the high levees along the shoreline 
keep the island from flooding. 


The plan to dredge and deepen 
Port of Oakland shipping chan- 
nels will benefit the economy of 
the entire Bay Area, according to 
Wax, because it will enable the 
port to accommodate a new 
generation of larger container 
ships. 

Shipping lanes will take their 
business to other West Coat ports 
if Oakland doesn’t increase the 
depth of its channels from 35 feet 
to 42 feet below water level when 
the tides are at their lowest point, 
Wax said. 


Contra Costa County Super- 
visor Tom Powers said that 
52,000 jobs in the region could be 
threatened if the port fails to stay 
competitive. A lobbyist for the 
Central Labor Council urged the 
board to support the port’s plan. 

Roberts said when the port’s 
previous plan tc dump the dredg- 
ing spoils in the Pacific Ocean off 
Half Moon Bay was stalled by 
fishermen’s court challenges, the 
port decided to try something that 
has never been done before.

Myers took part 
in a meet a few weeks ago and 
placed in all three events he 
entered, the high jump, discus 
and hurdles. 


As for the future, Myers is see- 
ing double. ‘‘I see going to college 
to run and then to the Olympics 
or being drafted out of high 
school by the Chicago Cubs or 
New York Mets.’’ 

Myers did say there was one 
thing about running he likes: 
**Stopping.’’

The brakes use 11 inch disc 
brakes all round, powered by a 
pair of tandem boosters with vac- 
uum power assist. The traction 
system for the rear wheels is also 
high-tech with a new viscous lim- 
ited slip differential. 

The steering incorporates all 
the latest technology with its 
speed sensitive, power assisted 
rack and pinion design. This 
layout is the very best in steering 
available and helps make driving 
into a pleasure rather than a 
chore, especially with high speed 
touring cars like the Infiniti. It 


offers short 2.6 turns lock to lock 
with a 37 foot turning circle. 

Underneath, the Infiniti has a 
fully independent, multi-link 
suspension floated on four coil 
springs.

Alongside the Q45 is the M30 
coupe and convertible. It, too, is 
a front engine, rear-wheel drive 
vehicle. The M30s are the cheaper 
Infiniti models and use a 3 liter 
V6 overhead cam engine and 
automatic transmission as stan- 
dard. No manual version seems to 
be available at this point on either 
model. 

Like the Q45, the M30 uses a 
clean slate approach except for its 
engine which has been sourced 
from the Nissan parts box. Its 
stylish lines follow but don’t copy 
the Q45 design. It is more along 
the lines of a small Cadillac 
Allante coupe. 


The M30 uses a fully indepen- 
dent suspension with MacPherson 
struts at the front and coil- 
mounted, semi-trailing arms on 
the rear. From this basic design I 
have no doubt that the M30 will 
be a fine tourer. 

The technology stakes continue 
into the brakes with four wheel 
discs backed up to an electronic 


anti-lock system. 

The interior is as functional 
and luxurious as any similar 
model that the Europeans build. 
It comes with a host of functional 
items along with all the luxury 
pieces. 

The list includes a full interior 
lighting package with map lights, 
trunk and illuminated entry light 
for the door key. Power functions 
are also provided en masse for the 
windows, doors, trunk and seats. 


A Bose stereo system is also 
part of the M30 package as is its 
leather interior, tilt wheel and air 
conditioning. Like the Q45, the 
M30 also gets 5 mph bumpers and 
a driver’s side air-bag. 

It seems from all pre-release in- 
dicators that the new Infiniti line 
is going to be a top line product. 
From its individual styling to its 
pace setting finish, the Infiniti is 
going to make its mark in the 
years to come as a new breed of 
Japanese high performance 
sedans, convertibles and coupes.

As a matter of fact, we did 
see examples of nature’s give 
and take: a leopard’s kill 
dangled from a tree where he 
had hung it awaiting his 
pleasure; scores of vultures and 
eagles finished off the remains 
of a lion’s kill; the rib cage of a 
wildebeest, all that was left after 
the animals and vultures were 
through. 


BUT THIS IS all part of 
nature as it was and always will 
be. We saw a pride of lions lying 
on the warm rocks resting. Most 
of them seemed to be females 
and their young. Later we 
learned that lions mate for seven 
days once a year. After the cubs 
are born the mother takes them 
and leaves the male, knowing 
that he would kill all of the male 
cubs if she does not. 

Herds of zebras never became 
an ordinary sight, although they 
were everywhere. Never did I 
lose the feeling that someone 
had painted the stripes on plain 
ponies. Are you aware that the 
stripes continue up into the 
mane? That each striped face is 
different, rather like the 
fingerprints of human beings? 
And always they travel together 
— peaceful animals, comfortable 
with the many members of the 
antelope family. They even join 
the wildebeests in their annual 
migrations. 

And we saw wildebeests 
mindlessly following each other 
in their migration, sometimes 
going the wrong way because the 
one they were following had 
started that way. In the heat of 
the afternoon they spread about 
seeking shade. One huge, dark 
ungainly animal kept his head in 


a tiny patch of shade offered by 


a straggly tree. 


THE MONKEYS and 
baboons looked cute and cuddly 
but their looks are deceiving. I 
was attacked by a little monkey 
and it wasn’t cute, it was 
frightening. 

The helix, which is like a 
small, furry rat, is actually the 
smallest member of the elephant 
family.
